Production of quality vinaton fibre increases after the production lines were modernized. 


T he February 8 Vinalon Complex set up a 
modem vinalon factory two years ago, 
which was a great event for the whole nation. To¬ 
day the complex is bringing about an upsurge in 
production by demonstrating its might as a gigantic 
J riche fibre producer. 

Last year officials, technicians and workers of 
the complex newly built a horizontal spinning 
process whose capacity is several times higher than 
that of the existing vertical production process, and 
fibre production line. They accelerated construc¬ 
tion project by actively introducing advanced 
methods, and manufactured and assembled hun¬ 
dreds of equipment and installations in 70 kinds 
including spinning machines and heat treatment 
equipment by their own efforts, pooling their crea¬ 
tive wisdom. 

And it built up a Korean type of cyclic boiler, 
an air-tight carbide electric furnace and a rcd-coal 
making process, and thus upgraded the preceding 
processes of v inalon production.

Renovated Tudan Duck Farm 



R estaurants and. shops in Pyongyang, including the duck- 
specializing restaurant at Thongil Street, serve delicious 
and nutritious duck. The meat is provided by the Tudan Duck 
Farm on the bank of the picturesque Taedong River in Pyongyang. 

The fann has a history of over 50 years that contributed to 
improving the dietary life of Pyongyangites. It underwent tech¬ 
nical reconstruction last year. 

Tens of duck houses and outdoor duck houses in line arrays, 
a building for producing fermented and animal-protein feed, a 
scientific and technological information centre, a smokehouse, 
processes for producing organic complex fertilizers and biogas 
and well-paved roads lined with fruit trees in the compound of 
the farm... The farm renders such a beautiful scenery like a 
scroll of picture. 

Indoor and outdoor houses which have been expanded are 
flocked with ducklings, fattening and breeding ducks, and duck 
eggs are hatched by means of nano technology 7 . 


Fermented and animal-protein feed is produced on a scien¬ 
tific basis, thus reducing feed consumption per kg and reducing 
the fattening period by 15 days. 

The general control room of the farm supervises with com¬ 
puters all the processes, such as the production of composite 
inicrozyme and fermented feed, incubation of eggs, sterilization , 
and processing. 

The farm has also a modern line of producing nano antibiotic 
solutions for effective anti-epizootic work. 

The farm’s employees spend much time at the information 
centre to improve their technical knowledge and skills. 

They increase duck production, so as to contribute to fulfill¬ 
ing the lofty desire of Kim Jong II who strove to make the peo¬ 
ple’s life richer.

National Symphony Orchestra 


T he National Symphony Orchestra, the eelitre for developing sym¬ 
phonic music in fhe DPRK. made its debut with the performance of 
the immortal revolutionary hymn Song of General Kim U Sung in 1946, the 
year after Korea’s liberation from the Japanese military occupation. 

It was since the early 1970s that it began to gain prestige as an orchestra 
winning favour of live people. 

There are many folk songs and excellent pieces of music much in vogue 
among the people in Korea, known as the land of morning calm from olden 
limes. Korea's symphonic music, however, which only made its start, failed to 
enjoy popularity, for it mechanically played the classical symphonic pieces 
instead of those dealing with the realities. 

Thanks to the revolution in the Juche-oriented art and literature brought 
about in Korea under the leadership of Kim Jong Ik the country’s symphonic 
music entered the new path of its development. Kim Jong II developed the 
National Symphony Orchestra for the first time in Korea into a full symphony 
orchestra staffed with 120-odd musicians in January 1970. 

The full symphony orchestra rendered it possible to create a Korean-stylc 


orchestra, which combines the Korean instruments with the Western ones and 
which can play Korean folk songs as well as famous musical pieces. 

The audience love the mixed orchestral pieces as they vividly portray their 
real life by means of their national instruments with clear tone colour that the 
Western ones fail to produce. 

The orchestral pieces The Girl on the Swing. The Dear Home in My Native 
Ullage, A Bumper Harvest in the Chongsan Plain and Arhang, symphonic 
piece The Sea of Blood and piano concerto To a Decisive Battle are the mas¬ 
terpieces that constitute the foundations of the Korean-style symphonic music. 
The orchestral piece A Bumper Harvest in the Chongsan Plain in particular 
constitutes a valuable asset of Korean music as it pictures the life of the co¬ 
operative farmers in Chongsan-ri reaping a bumper harvest every year and 
leading a happy life under the w ise leadership of President Kim 11 Sung. 

This full symphony orchestra or Korea is applauded loudly at home and in 
many countries of Asia and Europe. The artistes in various countries gave 
unstinted praise to the symphonic pieces it has produced, saying that the 
Korean symphony can be easily understood and is admired by every one for its 
rendition of folk songs and famous music pieces well-know n among ihe peo¬ 


ple as well as its well organized elements and ensemble. 

At present this orchestra can render more than 120 Korean symphonic 
pieces and is on a par with the world's prestigious symphony orchestras not 
only in form and scale but in the presentation and ensemble as required by the 
dev eloping trend of modern orchestra and the limes. 

It lias produced many People’s and Merited artists and actors and ac¬ 
tresses, like Ri Myon Sang, Ho .lae Bok and Pack Ko San, and promising 
musicians of younger generation are active as its pillars. 

The music connoisseurs from various countries, after seeing the perform¬ 
ance of the orchestra, commented as follows. 

"Every player is well trained and has high ability to concentrate. Its con¬ 
ductor reminds me of a world-famous Italian conductor,” Tve already heard 
that the Korean National Symphony Orchestra lias a very high level.

Taedonggang Terrapin Farm 


T aedonggang Terrapin harm has been newly built, thus ensuring 
mass-production of terrapins known as a material for tonics, thanks to 
the policy of the Workers' Partv of Korea for the good of the people. 

The place it occupies was once called a terrapin valley as there were many 
terrapins there, h covers an area of nearly 20 000 m 2 . 

The general view ofihe farm looks like that of a resort and. what is more 
fantastic is terrapins swarming in standardized ponds. 

Kim long 11 gave on-site guidance at the farm in October last year. The 
officials, workers and technicians of the farm arc now making great successes 


in breeding terrapins, with a firm determination to carry out his field instruc¬ 
tions to make the people enjoy the real benefits from it. 

It takes 4-5 years for terrapins to mature under the natural conditions. But 
in the farm terrapins are bred in only one year as big as a lid of a pot and 
weighing over 0.5 kg. 

The farm will produce 25 000 terrapins this year, and after 2-3 years over 
100 000 every year 1 . 

It also breeds tropical goldfish.

The complex makes its utmost efforts to 
develop technology and ensure high quality of 
its products. 

In recent years it has developed and pro¬ 
duced more than 20 kinds of new medicines in 
close relations with several scientific research 
institutions. 

It strictly abides by the GMP of the WHO in 
its supply of raw materials, production proc¬ 
esses, quality inspection, production control 
and sale service. 

It has established the perfect quality control 
system guaranteeing the efficacy and safety of 
products and newly developed drugs by mak¬ 
ing good use of modern analyzing facilities and 
cutting-edge technology. 

About 130 kinds of medicines including 
Paclitaxel injections and antituberculous cap¬ 
sules and such Traditional Korean medicines 
as Tongchunghachogo and Kugijago are pro¬ 
duced here and served at hospitals and phar¬ 
macies.
